This is th e New York 
office of a suburban cem etery, where 
are crem ated the bod ies of those who 
p re f er that their rem ain s shall be con ­ 
sumed by flame rather th a n to lot Da ­ 
tum take its course iu a coffin six feet 
un d er the sod . 
A W orld reporter d ropped in to the 
office an d had a talk w ith the youn g 
man in charge. 
It was too late on th at 
aftern oon to w itn ess a crem ation , but 
ord in arily th e crematory people are glad 
to have spectators when th e in terestin g 
process is g<n n g on . 
Econ omy is always con sid ered by 
most people, an d crem ation is cheap. It 
is also clean , an d w hat is clean er for a 
last restin g place than a w hite m etal 
vase? 
“ You kn ow' how m uch you would 
have to pay for a plot a t G reen wood ?” 
said th e youn g man . “ At our crematory 
$25 w ill buy a n iche in w hich you m ay 
place an urn large en ough to hold the 
ashes of an en tire fa m ily.” 
There is som ethin g sen tim en tal in the 
ashes of “ tw o souls with but a sin gle 
th o u g h t” bein g put together. There are 
n o rules again st buyin g a row’ of n iches. 
This, how ever, is more expen sive, an d 
the lin o of n ames on tlx* separate urn s 
suggests the search for a n am e on the 
bells of a flathouse. Yet there are often 
as m an y as 12 n iches bought in a row. 
Each n iche is d ecorated by the crem a­ 
tion com pan y every M emorial d ay. 
It 
is on th is occasion that th e crem atory 
has its greatest n um ber of visitors. 
When the youn g man w as asked w hat 
class of people favored crem ation , h ere- 
plied : ‘‘No particular class of people. 
In New York the G erm an s perhaps are 
tlx* most n um erous ad vocates of it. 
It 
appeals 
alike 
to the poor 
an d the 
wealthy. 
T he cost to crem ate an ad ult 
is $85 an d $25 fo ra child . An urn large 
en ough to con tain tho ashes of on o per­ 
son can be bought, for $6, an d this, w ith 
the price of a n iche, d oes n ot brin g cre­ 
mation beyon d tho reach of the poor 
man . 
“ W hat are the urn s m ad e of? Mostly 
of bron ze an d w hite m etal. 
H ere is a 
beauty 
of 
serpen tin e s to n e .” 
The 
‘‘beauty” w as on ly 20 in ches high, but 
it cost $45. There are about a d ozen d if­ 
feren t d esign s in urn s. 
Often a d ead person ’s relatives m ay 
d esire to k ep the ashes in a parlor vase. 
The youn g m an was asked if all the 
ashes of those cremated w ere kept at the 
cemetery. 
‘‘Just about on e-hn lf a re ,” 
he an swered , 
“ ¡some are t:ik« *n away 
an d placed in safety vaults, an d some 
are alw ays kept n ear tho person who 
most loved the d eceased in life. I kn ow 
of on e lad y w ho always carries the ashes 
of her husban d w herever she goes. They 
have been to Europe an d back several 
times, an d have had m an y trips to the 
seashore an d moun tain s. 
“ No on e b u t myself ever han d les the 
ashes after they leave tho fireman . They 
are sen t to m e from there, an d I seal 
each ja r an d keep them here u n til they 
are sen t for or un til I have too m an y on 
bun d . In th a t east* 1 n otify tho relatives. 
If they wan t them tran sferred to an urn , 
I d o it by m ean s of this great glass fu n ­ 
n el. 
Do they all pass through the same 
fun n el? Of course. 
What ’s the d iffer­ 
en ce? 
I clean it after each separate lot, 
of ashes. ’ 
He then w en t over to the big office 
safe, an d , fixin g Lite com bin ation lock, 
open ed the iron d oor. There was exposed 
a row of black jars about the size of or­ 
d in ary tom ato can s. Each ja r w as sealed 
w ith black w ax an d tape, an d pasted on 
tlx? fron t w as a label. 
Tho youn g man 
took out « me of the jars an d set it on the 
han d of a w om an who w ore a n um ber 
five glove. 
¡She held it easily an d read 
the label. In sid e of the ja r was all that 
rem ain ed of a large sized m an w ho had
